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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the 
greatest forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than 
sixty years. The continued drought brought home to 
our citizens, as never before, the potential threat of de- 
structive fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, 
homes and livelihood. In true American tradition of 
meeting a common threat by volunteer effort, this fire 
danger was minimized by active prevention, patrol and 
a relinquishing of personal rights for the common good. 
It was the greatest demonstration of public cooperation 
ever experienced by those responsible for local and 
state fire control. The ready forces of volunteer fire 
services kept the losses low. For their effort and public 
response the general fire service expresses its heartfelt 
thanks for a job well done. 

Prevention however, is not just an activity for the 
bad fire years. It must be practiced until it becomes a 
part of our public conscience — a habit. Just plain care- 
lessness with fire causes too many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn 
within the terms of the permit and in a safe place. 
Burn late in the afternoon when the wind is down 
or on rainy or damp days. Check your fire and if 
winds develop extinguish it promptly. 

2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. 
A neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 

3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this 
a year round habit regardless of the safety of your 
surroundings. 

4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect 
fire and not make it a subject of play. 
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Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New 
Hampshire Green” and growing in 1964.

In September, school opened with the following 
changes: Mrs. Betty Walker replaced Mrs. Nancy ‘Tobey 
in grade 4. Mr. Richard Fowler replaced Mr. Donald 
Snodgrass as Teaching-Principal for grades 7 & 8. Also 
included on the staff is Mrs. Edna Clark as supervisor 
of music. 


It is necessary at this time to reiterate the need for 
additional space. Next September, the district is faced 
with the problem of 64 students in grades 7 & 8, obvi- 
ously, this is an untenable situation. An additional 
teacher and space must be found to separate these grades. 


A Building Committee has been created to study the 
possibilities of expanding present facilities. The com- 
mittee elected Mr. Walter Wallin as chairman. ‘The 
committee then selected Mr. Irving Hersey as their 
architect. Many meetings have been held and plans 
and cost of additional facilities will be submitted at the 
regular district meeting for your approval. 


Educational ‘TV continues to supplement the curric- 
ulum and enrich the experiences of your children in 
the areas of science, music, social studies and the arts. 


Effective July Ist 1964, the towns of Brookfield, Mid- 
dleton and Wakefield will be added to Supervisory 
Union No. 44, this is in accordance with the State 
Board of Education’s master plan. The Board also voted 
to tender an Assistant Superintendent to this newly 
created union, recognizing the size and supervisory bur- 
den of the present union as well as the additional re- 
sponsibilities that would be placed upon the central 
office by adding the three districts mentioned above. 
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This should result in more adequate supervision at a 
very slight increase in cost, if any. 


In conclusion, I should like to express my apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation given me during the year by 
the citizens, school board, teachers and pupils of Epsom.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF EPSOM 
CENTRAL SCHOOL 


We now find ourselves in the midst of rapidly chang- 
ing times. Times in which events are occurring that our 
forefathers never dreamed possible. People of other 
countries and societies very much different from our 
own are only a few hours away by modern means of 
travel, and already plans are on the drawing boards for 
travel to other worlds. 


A well founded education, stressing the principles 
of learning, is more important in these modern times 
than ever. With new machines being invented and put 
into use, that take the place of manual labor, it becomes 
more important to teach students to use and develop 
their minds to capacity, if they are to live and earn a 
living in the rapidly expanding future. 


A new development in presenting reading to the 
young pupils in the primary grades is being used this 
year. THE ECONOMY SYSTEM This system, based 
on phonics, was explained to an interested audience 
at a P.IT.O. meeting by the primary teachers, Mrs. Fife, 
Mrs. Crosbie, and Mrs. Towle. The results from this 
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method are already bringing many favorable comments 
from parents of these beginning children. 

In order to keep pace with modern education and to 
meet requirements of the State Board of Education, 
various members of our teaching staff have been taking 
extension and summer courses. Recently acquired cred- 
its in Curriculum development and Speech therapy by 
Mrs. Crosbie, Children’s Literature by Mrs. Towle, 
Mrs. Crosbie, and Mrs. Omand, New Concepts In 
Teaching Arithmetic, Language Arts, and Improve- 
ment of Reading by Mrs. Walker, and courses in arith- 
metic, reading, and social studies taken by Mr. Fowler. 

Several extra curricular activities should be noted at 
this time. 

SCIENCE CLUB composed of interested pupils in 
several grades. 

NEWS PAPER CLUB supervised by Mrs. Omand. 

Magazine Drive held in the Fall which produced a 
profit of $303.39 to be used mainly for additions to the 
school library. 

Cookie sales sponsored by the eighth grade to help 
defray costs of their class trip. 

Many thanks are due Mr. Henry Stevens and Mr. 
Clayton Heath for showing some of their colored slides 
to the upper grades. 

It is a pleasure to serve as Principal of Epsom Central 
School and I wish to thank the staff, School Board, and 
parents for the fine cooperation shown at all times. 
Please feel free to visit school and to offer constructive 
suggestions and criticisms.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
TOWN OF EPSOM 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It gives me pleasure to present a report of the health 
program as carried out in the schools of Barrington, 
Epsom, Northwood, Nottingham and Strafford during 
the school year of 1962-63. 

The Suncook Bank of Suncook, N. H. has very gen- 
erously donated a School Vision Tester to these five 
towns, to be used by the school nurse. ‘This is a great 
help in testing vision since it provides for correct light- 
ing and distance under all conditions. The Suncook 
Bank is to be commended for its fine community spirit. 

Each school has had its share of the various contagious 
diseases and skin diseases, but these were well controlled 
and presented no major problem. The parents were 
most cooperative in this matter, as well as in obtaining 
professional care and treatment for any reported physi- 
cal defects. Such cooperation is a necessity in carrying 
out an effective school health program, and I wish to 
express my sincere appreciation for it. 

The following is a brief summary of the health serv- 
ices provided in the Epsom Central School during this 


past year: 

Tests and Examinations Corrected Cases 
Vision tests: 216 Vision: 24 
Hearing tests: 46 Hearing: 1 


Height & Weights: 196 ‘Teeth: 113 
Teeth & Tonsils: 196 Enlarged Tonsils: 2 
Speech: 2 receiving therapy 

A Pre-School Clinic was held May 24, 1963. It was 
attended by 26 children, and they were given a routine 
health inspection by the nurse. Where any defect was 
noted the child’s parents were notified so that correc- 
tion might be made before the child was enrolled in 
school in September. 
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A clinic for Tuberculosis Patch ‘Testing was held on 
May 7, 1963, at which time 190 students and 10 adults 
(teachers, school nurse and janitors) were tested. ‘There 
were 8 positive reactions, and all of these had X-rays. 
All reports were negative. 

The Concord Lion’s Club provided eye examinations 
and glasses for two children. 

During the year 48 home calls were made. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. 
Martineau, the School Board, the ‘Teachers and many 
others for their excellent cooperation.
